Pat added that plans were taking shape 
rapidly and the show would have a "real 
international flavor".

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BRITAIN'S U.N. SPOKESMAN TELLS OPC 
U.K. WILL HELP IN CASE OF 13 PRISONERS 


Anthony Nutting, chief of the British United Nations Delegation, told a luncheon 
meeting of the Overseas Press Club that Britain would "do all in our power to mitigate 
this grievous wrong" in the imprisonment by Red China of 13 Americans. Nutting said 
the Chinese action was "outrageous." 

The delegate, who also holds the rank of Minister of State, 
was guest of honor at a luncheon on November 24. The major 
portion of his remarks were off the record. Vice President 
JOHN BARKHAM introduced the speaker in the absence of 
President BOB CONSIDINE, and told members that Nutting 
preferred to answer questions rather than deliver any 
prepared speech. 

In his opening remarks, BARKHAM paid tribute to FLEUR COWLES, who was seated at 
the head table, for her work on behalf of the forthcoming television production. He 
said formal thanks would be given Mrs. COWLES at a later time.
